Chicago, 111.. Apr. 10.—Sixty per- 


sons were killed and property dam- 
age lo the extent of millions of dol- 
lars were reported in blizzards and 
tornadoes which covered the entire 
central west today . 


Crops were leveled, buildings de- 


stroyed, trees blown down, raih-Mi'ls 
blocked and wires forced to the 
ground, fruit trees damaged. 


The wind storm did more damags 


in the southwest where lives v.ere 
lost. A tornado swept over portions 
of Arkansas and northeastern Texas, 
bringing death and destruction in its 
path. 


Eleven persons were killed in Tex- 


as and 49 in Arkansas. Telegraph 
and telephone wires were down and 
reports of-the extent of the dam- 
age were meagre. 


Xurses, physicians and food sup- 


plies were 
rushed to the stricken 


area. 


The storm today centered over Il- 


linois and was sweeping toward t!i? 
Great Lakes. The wind reached a 
velocity of 70 miles an hour. 


H. J. Cox in charge of the United 


States weather bureau here, stated 
ir'was Chicago's worst storm. The 
wind was'accoirroanied by rain which 
was nearly a cloudburst. The rain 
i'el in torrents for twelve hours. 


In the north and western states 


henv-y snow--fell, blocking railroads. 
All trains 
that were operating in 


this area suspended work for hours. 


Freezing weather over the strick- 


en region of the storm path was fore- 
fast for tonight and additional dam- 
age in crops- were expected. 


Hope, Ark., Apr. 16.—Whirling 


winds in the region of northwe'stern 
Texas and southwestern 
Arkansas 


f.iused 60 deaths, 200 injured, caus- 
ed more than one hundred million 
dollars 
property damage and left 


ruin in its path. 


The Arkansas towns 
of 
Dolph, 


Washington, Marlbrook and Blevius 
were reported practically destroyed. 
A score of plantations were wiped 
out. 
Rescue parties were toiling in; 


the ruins searching for more persons.' 
An entire family of six were found 
killed on the Jones plantation near 
here. 


All doctors and nurses and other 


citizens left for the stricken area. 
The storm passed within four miles 
(>£ Hope. 
The injured were 
being 


brought here in automobiles and oth- 
er vehicles.
